N° one better than Davis 
realised what the language 


meant for the nation—that with- 


than its territories, and to have 
lost entirely the national lan- 
guage is death, said the Taoiseach, 
Mr. de Valera, at a public 
meeting yesterday at Mallow, 
where he unveiled a bust of 
Thomas Davis in the Town Hall, 
and Mr. James Dillon, T.D., 
unveiled a plaque at 73 Main 
street, the house where Davis was 
born. 

Davis’s essay upon the national 
language, said Mr. de Valera, was, 
perhaps, the most convincing that 
had been written upon it, but, un- 
fortunately, he and his associates 
had not that command of Irish which 
would have enabled them to wield 
it as they wielded English, nor, if 
they had, would they have been 
able, through it, to reach a section 
of the people whom they thought if 
most vital to reach. 

To the young men and young 
women ot to-day, Mr. de Valera 
continued, was bequeathed the. task 
of giving to the nation, in the 
national Janguage a body of litera- 
ture as inspiring and a body of prin- 
ciples as noble as that given by 
Davis and his companions. In every 
generation the hope of the nation 
rested with youth. 

The principles and precepts of 
Davis and his companions were the 
only ones on which a worthy Irish 
nation could be built. If the oceur- 
rence ot this centenary should lead 
the young people of to-day to read 
the republished works from The 
Nation, it*would, indeed, be a most 
fortunate circumstance.

The others have Ba paid 
off, receiving in addition to the 
amount of the debts a sum of £1 2/6 
in interest for every £ of the original 
debt. 

To many of the 119 creditors who 
have now been paid in full and with 
interest their cheques came as a 
welcome surprise; for they had for- 
gotten or, in some cases, probably 
had not known of the sums due to 
them. Nevertheless, only one wrote 
note of thanks for the way in 
which their interests had been looked 
after. The head of the legal firm, 
which has had the affairs of the 
estate cropping up at least once a 
week for the last twenty vears, said 
vesterday: ‘‘It js a delight to have 
finished with such a protracted case.

LIMERICK CREAMERIES 
DEPUTATION TO MINISTER 


Difficulties of the bulk of County 
Limerick co-operative creameries were 
put before Dr. J. Ryan, Minister for 
Agriculture, by a deputation whic!

Certain creameries in the count’ 
were permitted to send milk to 
Dublin, where a considerably higher 
price was obtained than the local 
creameries could pay. Those cream- 
eries with a Dublin connection could 
pay their suppliers from 2d. to 3d. 
per gallon more than those who were 
cbliged to convert all their milk into 
butter. On a basis of 600 gallons a 
day, those who supplied Dublm had 
an income of £628 more than local 
butter producers. 

The Minister was urged to devise 
a levy scheme to be imposed on city 
suppliers, the proceeds to be added 
‘o the butter fund. He promised 
to have the proposal examiued.

CHAINING OF WAR 
PRISONERS 
MEDIATION OFFER 


HE International Red Cross 
Committee have sent an offer 
of mediation to the British and 


German Governments in con- 
nection with the chaining of 
prisoners of war, the British 


Foreign Office stated last night. 

The Committee refer to the reports 
of reprisals against prisoners of war 
which are contrary to Article 2 of 
the Geneva Convention of 1929, and 
express fear that such measures 
might seriously endanger the Red 
Cross work on behalf of prisoners 
of war. 

The British Government have ex- 
pressed their appreciation ,of this 
offer. They have pointed out that 
they have already invited the Swiss 
Government, as the Protecting Power, 
to take the matter up with the 
German Government—as was an- 
nounced by the Prime Minister on 
October ]3—and that they must. 
therefore, leave it to the Committee, 
in consultation, if necessary, with 
the Swiss Government, to decide in 
what way their services at this 
juncture could be made most effec- 
tive. 

The Archbishop of - Canterbury 
(Dr. Temple) yesterday disclosed 
that the Upper House of Convocation, 
sitting in private on Wednesday, had 
passed a resolution about the chin- 
ing of war prisoners. The resolu- 
tion has been communicated privately 
to the British Prime Minister. It 
will not be made public until this 
can be done without damage. 


SOVIET NOTE 
NOW BEING EXAMINED 


The Soviet Note requesting the im- 
mediate trial of any leaders of

BORDER BREWERIES 
TROUBLES 
RESTRICTED TRADE 


The difficulties under which border 


breweries had to operate’ were 
stressed at yesterday 's sitting in 
Dublin of the Wages Advisory 


Tribunal. Mr. H. 8S. Randall, manager 
of Messys. Macardle, Moore and Co., 
Ltd., Dundalk, said that the cost of 
malt had gone up by 90 per cent. 
Their trade had been restricted dur- 
ing the last three months, and they 
were now allowed to export to 
Northern Ireland only 50 per cent. 
of what they exported in 1941. It was 
very difficult to carry on. If the trade 
were left in their own hands they 
would be in a much better position. 
Barley, hops and output were the 
chief difficulties. Their output should 
total nearly 20,000 barrels per year. 

Mr. P. O’Connell, Chairman of the 
Great Northern Brewery, said that 
the fixed price of barley was 35s.

CEREALS COMMITTEE 


| TNHONOURED and unsung— 

so far as any public apprecia- 
tion is concerned — the Cereals 
Distribution Committee, which, 
for the last year controlled the 


distribution of oats and barley 
throughout Eire, has slipped 
quietly out of existence. 

Its offices at 15 Dawson street, 


Dublin, are now closed, its members 
--all -unpaid—are attending now to 
their own businesses, and the Com- 
mittee’s functions have been trans- 
ferred to a Government Department. 

Set up a little over a year ago, 1 
had a sum of £3,700 provided for 
its expenses in the 1941-42 financial 
year, and a sum of £2,000 is in the 
estimates for 1942-43. Its chairman 
was Dr. Henry Kennedy, and tts 
other eleven members represented 
the firms dealing in oats aud barley 
in all parts of lreland from Donegal 
to Tralee 


DIFFICULT TASKS 

Almost from the outset its mem- 
bers found themselves in the _ posi- 
tion of being expected to do a loaves 
and fishes miracle in both oats and 
barley. -Applications flowed ‘in, not 
only from those with a _ legitimate 
need for these commodities, but also 
from those w' -se need for it was 
dubious. One of the applicants for 
barley, for example, when pressed 
for the reason for his application, 
said that he wanted it to feed fishes. 

In the distribution of oats there 
was a very great difficulty in allocat- 
ing supplies, and certain principles 
had to be adopted which, although 
possibly thought to be wrong by 
individuals, were in the Committee s 
opinion the best in the general 
interest. A-case in point was the 
decision to give owners of draught 
horses priority over owners of racing 
stock. 


The work of the Committee in- 
volved at periods consultations 
among the town members two or 


three times a week, and meetings of 
the full Committee every - fortnight, 
all without benefit of petrol allow- 
ances. When the railway traffic was 
at its worst last winter some of the 
country members had to spend four 
or five days in order to attend a 
single meeting in Dublin. 

“ Black market’’ operations re- 
stricted the amount of cereals, 
especially of oats, which came under 
the Committee’s purview. But the 
Committee, when it tried to investi- 
gate complaints about “ black 
market ” sales, invariably found 
itself up against a stone wall of un- 
willingness to give detailed informa- 
tion. 

One of its members yesterday said 
to an /rish Times reporter :—‘* We 
had a very tough job, and it would 
be a miracle if we had pleased every- 


body. But 1 feel 1 can say that the 
Committee worked well. We got 
splendid co-operation from the 


officials of the Department of Agri- 
culture, and all the members of the 
Committee, especially the chairman, 
Dr. Kennedy, worked hard.” 


BATTLE GOING ON IN 
SOLOMONS 
JAPANESE LANDING 


WASHINGTON, ‘Thursday. 
America and Japan are marshalling 
fresh forces in the clash for the key 


ar base island of Guadalcanal. 
American naval, land and air forces 
are co-operating against Japanese 
efforts to drive them from their 
positions on the mórthern end of 


(;uadaleanal. Another big Japanese 
fleet, including heavy units, has been 
sighted in the vicimty of the island. 
A Navy Department communiqué 
states :— 

‘““SOLOMONS, October 15.—Dur-. 
ing the early morning enemy trans- 
sorts, covered by destroyers, cruisers 
and a battleship, were sighted off 
Savu Island. This force proceeded to 
land troops on the north coast of 
Guadalcanal Island, west of our aur- 
field. An aireraft striking group 
éttacked the enemy ships. Reports 
indicate that three direct hits were 
made on one transport, ahd two 
other transports were left buruing. 
The Japanese battleship was damaged. 
One enemy fighter was shot down. 
Other enemy forces, including heavy 
units, have been sighted in the 
vicinity eof Guadalcanal. United 
States Army troops are participating 
in the defence of Guadalcanal. 

A Navy Department spokesman 
said that the battle is still in pro- 
gress, and full details have not yet 
reached Washington. ‘The Marines 
are tenaciously hoiding their posi- 
tions against vigorous® Japanese 
attacks.—( Reuter.) 

WASHINGTON, Thursday. — A 
U.S. Navy Department communique 
to-night states:—‘‘South Pacific— 
During the night of October 14-15 
our positions at Espiritu-Santo 
Island, in the New Hebrides group, 
were shelled by enemy < ships, 
helieved to have been submarines. 
Shortly after noon on October 15 our 
shore positions at G:uadalcanal were 
bombed by about 27 enemy bombers. 
No details have been reported, On 
the afternoon of October 15 three 
enemy transports, which’ were re- 
base as damaged—in an earlier 
Navy Department communigué to- 
day—were observed to be beached, 
and still burning, On the afternoon 
of October_15 enemy surface forces.

HE Dublin seven-a-side competition 
strikes me as being nobody's baby ;

last season it was Old Belvedere’s turn, 
the finalists being Blackrock College. On 
paper it looks as if Old Belvedere mi 
repeat their succesg, of last year. he 
three Quinns, who re playing, are not 
only fast, but they are extremely clever 
footballers, while the forwards chosen are 
also men who shine in the open in the 
fifteen-a-side game. Of course, Trinity are 
certain to be a danger, for, despite the 
fact that they have not settled down 
properly if club games, they have plenty 
of speedy men, and in 8S. D. Walsh they 
have a real match-winner in this type of 
Rugby by reason of the strength and 
straightness of his: running. 

The majority of the other clubs have 
one or two danger-points. The powerfully. 
built D. Flanagan, a former schools’ sprint 
champion, will cause plenty of trouble to 
Bective'a opponents; if the University 
College players can make openings for K.

DECISIVE MATCH IN

The decisive stage in the League of 
Ireland Shield has been reached, and the 
week-end games should decide the issue, 
which is confined to four clubs—Cork 
United and.

AN IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


A Versatile Actress |Rural Electrification 


The Electricity Supply Board has 
been examining, at the request of 
the Governmein?. the possibilities of 
extending the supply of. electric 
current to rural areas after the war. 

Oddly enough, a similar project 
has been discussed across. the 
Channel by Lord Justice Scott's 
Committee on Land Utilisation in 
Rural Areas. and, to get over the 
economic problem of carrying current 
to sparsely-populated. areas, the 
Majoritv Report has suggested a 
sort of nationalisation of charges so 
that the town-dweller helps to pay 
for his rural cousin. 

There is no doubt that one of the 
most effective méans of keepin 
rural workers in the country—an 
adding to their numbers—would be 
the extension of “electricity supply 
not. only for light, but for the many 
other operations—both domestic and 
farming—in which it can assist. 

Let us hope the E.S.B. and the 
Government have their plans ready 
to go ahead as soon as the war is 
ended. and the necessary materials 
become available. 


Future Faradays 


How are the scietists of the 
future to be trained? That ques- 
tion seems, to be worrying quite a 
lot of people, although in this 
country we seem to leave the matter 
very much to chance” In America, 
however, a big electrical concern is 
financing a “talent search ” to dis- 
cover the Faradavs and Curies of 
the future. Forty high school pupils 
who score top marks in a preliminary 
examination and aptitude tests will 
meet leading scientists to take part 
in scientific programmes, undergoing — 
further exXaminations at the same 
time. 

At the end of this testing-time 
the winning boy and girl wil re- 
ceive scholarships worth about £500 
each; eighteen runners-up WII be 
awarded smaller scholarships. 

Whether the scheme will produce 
great scientists or not remains to be 
seen, but it is a good idea. But 
Irish industrialists might adopt it 
on a modified scale to give some of 
the voung people in the factories a 
chance to develop their education, 
and maybe contribute to the general 
welfare of the country.

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NURSES' PENSIONS 


The ten-year battle oí Irish nurses 
for pension rights, the establishment 
of a Nurses’ Club and Hostel in 
Dublin, and for a general investiga- 
tion into conditions in the county 
hospitals and institutions, may have 
come a step nearer to a decision. 
Yesterday the /rish Times whs told 
that the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health has agreed 
to receive a deputation in the near 
future from the Irish Nurses’ 
organisation to discuss these matters. 
Members of the deputation have not 
yet been selected. 

It -is understood that the nurses 
visualise a pension scheme run on & 
contributory basis, with nurses in 
employment contributing portion of 
the weekly levy, and their employers ° 
making good the remainder. Miss A. 
M. P. Smithson, Secretary of the 
organisation, states that they would 


require a sum sufficient to pension 


off several hundred old nurses, many 


of whom are now destitute. Recent. 


cases of old nurses who have died in 
County Homes and in the Dublin 
Union add te the determination of 
the organisation to carry their 
reiormis. 

The pension scheme is intended 
primarily to benefit those elderly 
members of the profession who still 
are ten or more years short of the 
old age pension limit, and are yet 
too old to obtain work. The investi- 
gation into county hospital and insti- 
tution eonditions wi'l pay particular
